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Wholesale Prices 
in Another Jump

Wholesale prices Jumped anoth- 
er eight-tenths of one per cent 
in January. The rise exactly 
matched December's increase 
and indicated that the expected 
Phase 2 price bulge has not yet 
begun to flatten out. 


When adjusted for the usual 


seasonal trends, the rise in the 
wholesale index was only half 
as great, or four-tenths of one 
per cent, the Labor Depart- 
ment's announcement said. 


The seasonal improvement 


resulted from a smaller climb 
in food and farm products, 
which rose 3.2 per cent in De- 
cember—the biggest increase 
for those items in 10 months— 
and 1.3 per cent in January. 


But there was no comfort for 


administration economists in 
the segment of the index that 
covers industrial materials and 
commodities. It increased five- 
tenths of one per cent, com- 
pared with four-tenths of one 


per cent in December. The in- 
dustrial commodities are con- 
sidered a better indicator of fu- 
ture price movements at retail 
than the food and farm prices, 
whose movements are more er- 
ratic. 


White House economists had 


predicted substantial increases 
in both December and January, 
the first two full months follow- 
ing the end of the 90-day price- 
wage freeze. Early decisions by 
the Price Commission gave a 
green light to substantial ad- 
justments of prices frown since 
Aug. 15. 


The wholesale price showing 


was disappointing nevertheless 
because consumer prices rose 
only one-tenth of one per cent 
in January, or three-tenths of 
one per cent after seasonal ad- 
justment. This movement, an- 
nounced Wednesday, was a dis- 
tinct improvement in the cost 
of living increase from Decem- 
ber when the jump was four- 
tenths of one per cent, or a rate 
of 4.8 per cent a year.

At that time Chou remark- 
ed that "the gates to friendly 
contact have finally opened." 
Nixon said the two peoples can

new world." 


Nixon gave a nine-course 


banquet for Chou and his Chi- 
nese associates in the Great 
Hall of the People, where the 
premier had entertained the 
presidential party at a dinner 
on the Americans' first day in 
China.

California and Florida, and Cal- 
ifornia champagne.

Even 
if they are off by a million or 
two, they indicate the fantastic 
amount of attention received by 
a program that hits a popular 
chord. 


For every enormously popu- 


lar program, there are usually 
two victims on rival networks. 
These two powerhouse shows 
have knocked off three com- 
petitors this season and at sea- 
son's end, the bag may reach 
seven. 


At mkteeason, CBS' "The 


Bearcats"-Flip's com- 
petition-had such poor ratings 
it was canceled. Neither NBC's 
"The 
Partners" nor 
ABC's 


"Getting Together" had a 
chance against CBS' comedy 
about a bigot. After some fran- 
tic shifting and replacing of 
shows, it appears that the new 
rivals are faring little better. 
As a result, two venerable 
series may permanently fold 
their tents at season's end- 
ABC's "Bewitched," which was 
moved in against the Bunker 
family, and CBS' "My Three 
Sons," now in a losing fight 
against Flip.

Other good sources of in- 


formation on varieties can be 
found in seed catalogs. Many 
seed companies periodically 
introduce new and improved 
vegetable varieties and you may 
want to try a new one. Trial 
plantings should be small, as the 
new variety might not be 
adapted to Arkansas' climatic 
conditions. 


There is one thing that the 


gardener should check when 
reading about new varieties in a 
catalog. Many of the new ones 
may have been developed for 
machine 
harvesting. 
This 


usually means that the variety 
will give a concentrated yield for 
once-over harvesting. The home 
gardener usually prefers a 
variety that will yield over a 
period of several days or weeks. 


Plant diseases are often a 


problem in the home garden. One 
of the best ways to avoid this 
trouble is to plant varieties with 


that have resistance to or are 
tolerant of certain diseases. Most 
seed catalogs also give this type 
information.

NEW YORK (AP) — The 


three major American tele- 
vision networks pooled their re- 
sources to cover President Nix- 
on's trip to China, but even so 
it is costing each more than $1 
million. 


Voice and pictures come over 


a complicated relay from Pe- 
king, but viewers here have 
been astonished at their ex- 
cellent quality. 


Asked if there were any spe- 


cial reason for the technical ex- 
cellence, George Miller at the 
TV China Pool, said: 


"No, not really. Technically, 


nobody in China has been doing 
anything unusual. It's just a 
normal overseas satellite trans- 
mission." 


"Technically, it's a miracle," 


said Sid Kaufman of CBS. 


However, network executives 


said one survey indicated not 
as many viewers as expected 
were watching. 


New York Arbitron, the only 


audience survey available so 
far, said about 60 million Amer- 
icans watched Nixon's arrival 


Sunday night. Network officials 
said this about the same num- 
ber who normally would have 
been viewing TV Sunday night. 


The networks arranged their 


coverage on a pool basis but 
with each using its own corre- 
spondents. 


Cost of the pool was $1.5 mil- 


lion with ABC, CBS and NBC 
each paying one third. 


Each network was allowed 11 


persons, and for this each paid 
the pool $250,000. 


The three networks so far 


have shared eight hours of 
transmission time via satellite 
every day at a cost of $8,300 an 
hour, also split three ways. 


This comes to a minimum of 


$66,400 a day or $664,000 for the 
10-day trip. Other costs push 
the total above $3 million. 


Television signals from Pe- 


king are beamed 
from an 


American-built ground station 
there and relayed across the 
Pacific via satellite. They are 
picked up in California and 
transmitted via telephone cable 
or microwave to China Pool 
headquarters in New York for 
distribution.

Hepatitis Means 
Inflamed Liver 


By Lawrence Lamb, M.D. 
Dear Dr. Lamb — I am 


wondering if it would be pos- 
sible for you to give some 
information on hepatitis. 


Dear Reader — Hepatitis 


means inflammation of the 
liver. The two c o m m o n 
forms caused by virus infec- 
tions are serum hepatitis 
which is usually transmitted 
by needles, blood transfu- 
sions and similar proced- 
ures, the other type the re- 
sult of contaminated water 
or food supply. 


Because one of the func- 


tions of the liver is to manu- 
facture bile and pass bile 
into the intestines, when this 
function fails there is often 
a build up of the bile pig- 
ments in the body causing 
jaundice. Hepatitis also up- 
s e t s the normal digestive 
process, causing indigestion. 


Most individuals with in- 


fectious hepatitis recover 
w i t h adequate or normal 
liver function. It is a serious 
illness and requires the pa- 
tient to follow his doctor's 
instructions c a r e f u l l y to 
achieve recovery. You only 
have one liver and it is a 
good idea to do everything 
you can to prevent perma- 
nent damage. Other causes 
of hepatitis are 
relatively 


rare in our society. 


Dear Dr. Lamb — I am 


writing this letter for my 66- 
year-old aunt. A doctor told 
her that her high blood pres- 
sure was the cause of an 
a r t h r i t i s flare-up in her 
knees. Her knees became 
large and puffed so that she 
could hardly stand. He re- 
moved fluid from the knees 
and then injected cortisone 
into them. Since that time 
she has not been bothered 
with arthritis. 


This theory that high blood 


pressure will cause an ar- 
thritis attack is of particular 
interest to me as I am oc- 
casionally bothered by ar- 
thritis. 


Dear Reader—It is always 


difficult to evaluate treat- 
ment of arthritis, since Jhe 
rheumatoid va'f i'ety may 
have spontaneous remissions 
even without any medicine 
being administered. The in-

It was formed in 1970, in- 


cluding 
39 denominational 


groups once tied to various 
American and European de- 
nominations, and has about five 
million members. 


In his letter, also circulated 


among mission agencies in this 
country, Dr. Bokeleale said 
some of their representatives in 
Africa 
have 
opposed 
his 


church's unification because it 
was "a decision of Africans and 
not of missionaries." 


He said a missionary recently 


told him: "You are our chil- 
dren and you have no right to 
do anything without the agree- 
ment of your parents." 


In other words, Dr. Bokeleale 


said, "this brother was saying 
that we cannot unite without 
the agreement of the mis- 
sionaries and, since the mis- 
sionaries are not yet disposed 
to accept unity, we will not 
have peace." 


He said the situation is get- 


ting worse, has hurt the evan- 
gelistic work of the new church 
and "besmirches further the 
name of our Lord and that of 
the Protestant Church in this 
country." 


As an example of the result- 


ing confusion, he said one 
group of visiting Baptists from 
America insisted that "their 
Baptist" 
denomination 
had 


nothing to do with "those Bap- 
tists" who were fomenting con- 
flict. 


"Dear brethren," wrote Dr. 


Bokeleale, 
"how can 
(our 


people), who know nothing of 
all the problems in America, 
understand this? They receive 
brethren who are Christians 
and they cannot distinguish 
that they came from 'this' Bap- 
tist church and not 'that' one. 


"We believe that God does 


not want us to perpetuate such 
divisions of the body of Christ, 
but He wants us to live united 
as Christians to bring honor to 
His name and lead our coun- 
trymen to Him."

Chinese Subways Cheaper 
But the Wait Is Killer

PEKING (AP) — The sub- 


ways in China's capital are 
newer, cheaper—two cents a 
ride—and more 
mugger-free 


than in New York, but it's a 
longer wait between trains. 


The last one was three 


months ago. 


Foreign correspondents sta- 


tioned in Peking say that the 
15-mile 
system 
inaugurated 


.three years ago is having tech- 
nical trouble. The cars don't fit 
close enough to the platforms, 
or vice versa, and they keep 
losing 
commuters 
on 
the 


tracks. 


Other underground sources 


say the trains make such a 
screeching roar under the 
streets that they frighten the 
many cart horses and donkeys 
into upsetting their wagonloads 
of night soil and what not and 
bolting off to berserkville. 


While the Chinese subway en- 


gineers are back at the draw- 
ing board in the old rectifica- 
tion camp, the 16-station line 
occasionally is opened for the 
edification of foreign visitors or 
to take some of the party faith- 


ful joy riding. The palatial un- 
derground stations also serve 
double duty as civil defense 
bomb shelters. 


Down through the centuries, 


the Chinese image makers have 
always had a marvelous facil- 
ity for names. In the Forbidden 
City of Ming and Ch'ing Dynas- 
ty palaces, which the presiden- 
tial party visited today, there is 
the Gate of Supreme Harmony, 
the Palace of Heavenly Purity, 
the Hall of Earthly Intercourse, 
the Temple of Listening to the 
Birds and the Palace of Absti- 
nence. 


Since 
the 
revolution, 
the 


Communists have added to the 
Imperial Palace compound a 
Hall of Mental Cultivation, a 
Hall of Receiving Successful 
Scholars and a Pavilion of In- 
trospection. 


Perhaps in nostalgia for the 


visit by the White House press 
corp they will set aside a Pavi- 
lion of Pushing Photographers, 
a Pleasure Dome of Double- 
Doming Pundits and a Lake of 
Delight in Prime Time Ex- 
posure. 


Post office lines in Peking, as 


an impatient Paper Tiger press 
has learned, are a lot slower 
than in New York or Washing- 
ton. Chinese stamps have no 
glue. The clerk at the window 
hands you a stamp, a paste pot 
and a wet towel. 


The Chinese hosts may also 


have overestimated the vigor of 
the American press. They in- 
stalled a badminton court, Ping 
Pong tables and a bowling alley 
in the cellar under the press 
room and haven't had a single 
customer. 


With the nearest golf course 


1,000 miles, the press has 
worked off its excess energy 
reaching across the table with 
ferociously poised chop sticks 
and jumping up and down in 
place for the endless "gom- 
bay"—bottoms-up toasts. 


For instant table repartee, 


there are fortune cookies with 
quotations from Chairman Mao.

president for the school. 


The board approved a motion 


by Jerry Russell of Prairie 
Grove, Gov. Dale Bumpers' 
new appointee to the board, to 
set up a nine-man Presidential 
Search Committee which will 
have five faculty members. 


The committee will winnow 


seven names from a list of 
presidential aspirants and the 
board will select from that 
group a successor to Dr. 
George L. B. Pratt, who has re- 
signed in a feud with the facul- 
ty over his 
administrative 


procedures and a plan for 
reorganization of Tech's aca- 
demic structure. 


Russell's committee proposal 


was approved in preference to 
an alternate plan suggested by 
Pratt which would have placed 
only three from the faculty on 
a 10-member committee. 


Pratt resigned after Bumpers 


named Russell to the board last 
month to replace Dr. George 
Malone of Atkins. Matone's de- 
parture broke up a 3-2 pro- 
Pratt majority on the board. 
Pratt's resignation is effective 
June 30th. 


Before taking the lead in es- 


tablishing a selection com- 
mittee and in setting the cri- 
teria under which presidential 
applicants are to be Judged, 
Turner voted with Dr. Ralph 
Bowers of Harrison and Jack 
Thiele of Fort Smith in beating 
back a bid by the two anti- 
Pratt board members to delay 
action on a statement of board 
policy in support of the con- 
troversial reorganization plan. 


Alan Stallings of Morrilton 


moved for a delay and Randy 
Talkington of Russellville sec- 
ended his motion. The kiss of 
death to the delay motion came 
after Dr. Robert A. Young, vice 
president

administration, 


said he had to know now how 
the board stood so he could pro- 
ceed with preparation of a 
budget with or without the 
reorganization. 


Pratt also warned the board 


that any prospective president 
would want to know which way 
the college was headed before 
taking the Job.

WASHINGTON (AP) - A na- 


tional survey suggests that col- 
legians of the 1970s may be 
more Job-and money-conscious 
and ready to join the estab- 
lishment than were students of 
the 60s. 


A popular trend among un- 


dergraduates during the past 
decade was to shun profit-mak- 
ing careers and turn toward 
service to mankind through 
such agencies as the Youth 
Corps and VISTA and such en- 
deavors as working in urban 
ghettoes. 


Employers were lined up bid- 


ding for those ready to take a 
job. Then the economic crunch 
tut. Now most graduates have 
to seek out potential employers. 
Many are finding it difficult. 


"The unemployment situation 


has come as a shock to many 
college students who, up to this 
time, had considered stories of 
the Great Depression as part of 
American folklore," said Wil- 
liam W. Carlson, president of 
the University of Toledo.
